Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to If an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Baker noted that there appears to be an inconsistency in the 
Office action of June 14, 2006 as claim 16 is rejected under both 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, scope of enablement,, 
and also 35 U.S.C. 103(a). The Examiner clarified this issue by stating that the claims are enabled for simple . ' 
molecules, such as organic alcohol vapors, but not for complex molecules, such as nucleic acids, and tiiat Ballantine. 
which is used for the 103 rejections, is only used to reject enabled molecules. Mr. Baker also refered to Drummond to 
help explain how different types of sensors could be used together in a sensor array. The Examiner suggested a 
Declaration showing experimental results for a sensor an-ay used wiUi complex moleules, such as nucleic acids. Mr. 
Baker also refen-ed to an example of how Uie invention could woric that is described on page 7 of the Amendment of 
August 10, 2005. The Examiner, though had not found it convincing in his response to that Amendment, but would 
look at it again if Applicants refer to it again in their next response. .
